Theſe Words were no ſooner ended, but 
the Champions, without any more Delay, 
Joyfully conſented, and moreover proffered 
themiclves to be all t at the Sacrifice, 


and fo departed from the Monaſtery with 


exceeding great Comfort.

ed together all the reſt of the Nuns, and 
declared to them the whole — — where 
after, amongſt this religious Company, with 
the Help of ſome other of their approved 
Friends, they deviſed « moſt Sacri- 
fice, which hath fince been the Occafion , 


men ery richly co- 
vered with Cloth of Gold, and upon the 
Middle thereof] was 
placed covered alſo with a 
Carpet of Cloth of Gold, and upon it a 
Chafindiſh of Coals burning : All this being 
ſet in good Order, the Emperor, with the 
Chriſtian Champions, and many other Ra- 
man Knights being preſent to behold the 
ceremonious Sacrifice, little miſtruſted the 
doleful Tragedy that after happened. 
The Afﬀembly being filent, there was 
ſtraitways heard a ſweet and harmonious 
found of Clarions and Trumpets, and fun- 
dry other Kinds of Inſtruments : Theſe en- 
tered firſt upon the Scaffold, and next unto 
them were brought ſeven Rams, all adorned 
with fine white Wool, more ſoſt in Feeling 
than Arabian Silk; with huge and mighty 
charged Horns, bound about with Garlands 
of Flowers; after them followed a certain 
Number of Nuns attired in black Veſtures, 
ſinging their accuſtomed Songs in the Ho- 
nour of Diana : After them followed an 
ancient Matron, drawn in a Chariot by four 
comely Virgins, bringing in her Hands the 
Image of Diana: And on either Side of her, 
two'ancient Nuns of great Eſtimation, each 
of them bearing in their Hands rich Veſſels 
of Gold, full of precious and ſweet Wines : 
'Thew after all this, came the beautiful La- 
ods all F 2 cina,

cina, apparelled with a rich robe of State, 
being of a great and ineftimable Value. 

Thus ceremoniouſly ſhe aſcended the Scat- 
fold, where the Matron placed the Image 
of Diana behind the Chafingdiſh of Coals 
that was there burning ; and the reſt of the 
Nuns continued ftill ſinging their Songs, 
and drinking of the precious Wines that 
were brought in the golden Veſſels. This 
being done, they all at once brought low 
the Necks of the Rams, by cutting their 
Ihroats, whoſe Blood they ſprinkled round 
about the Scaffold, and opened their Bowels, 
and burned the inward Parts in the Chafing- 
diſh of Coals. 

Thus with the Slaughter made Sa- 
crifice to the Queen of Chaſtity ; at the 
Sight whereof was preſent the ſurfeiting 
Lover St. George, with the other fix Chri/- 
tien Knights, armed all in bright Armour, 
and were all very attentive. 

This Sacrifice ended, Lucina commanded 
Silence to be made, and when all the Com- 

any were ſtill, ſhe raiſed herſelf upon her 
Feer, and with a heavy Voice, diſtilling 
many falt Tears, ſhe faid : 


© O moſt excellent and chaſte Diana, in 

* whole bleſſed Boſom we undefiled Virgins 
do recreate ourſelves, unto thy moſt divine 
* Excellency do I now commend this my 
* laſt Sacrifice, calling to Record all the

that with ſo much Blood is offered unto 
© thee.* 


So finiſhing this ſorrowful Speech, ſhe 
drew out a bright ſhining Sword, which ſhe 
had hid ſecretly under her Gown, and ſet- 
ting the Hilt againſt the Scaffold (little 
looked for by her Father and thoſe that were 
preſent) ſhe ſuddenly threw herſelf upon the 
Point of that Sword, in ſuch a furious Man- 
ner, that it parted her bloody Heart in 
ſunder, and ſo rendered her Soul to the 
Tuition of her unto whom ſhe offered her 
moſt bloody rueful Sacrifice. 

What, ſhall I here declare the lamentable 
Sorrows and pitiful Lamentations that were 
made by her Father and other Roman Knights 
that were preſent at this unhappy Miſchance ? 
So great it was, that the Wall of the Mo- 
naſtery ecchoed, and their pitiful Shrieks 
aſcended to the Clouds. 

Bur none was more grieved in Mind than 
the afflicted Exgliſb Champion, who in great 
Fury ruſhed amongſt the People, throwing 
them down on every Side, till he aſcended 
upon the Scaffold : And approaching the 
dead Body of Lucina, he took her up in his 
Arms, and with a ſorrowful and paſſionate 
Voice he ſaid : 


O my beloved Joy, and late my own 
* Heart's Delight, is this the Sacrifice where- 
in

© in (through thy Deſperateneſs) thou haſt 
deceived me, who loved thee more than 
my Life ! Is this the Reſpite that thou 
requireſt for ſeven.

O Diana, accurſed be this Chance, be- 
cauſe thou haſt conſented to fo blaady a 
Tragedy: For I do here proteſt, that ne- 
ver more ſhalt thou be worſhipped, but 
in thy Stead ia every Land and Country 
* where the Exg/iþ Champion cometh, ſhall 
© Lucina be adored. For from henceforth 
* will I feek to diminiſh thy Name, and 
© blot it from the Godral of the Firmament; 
© yea, and utterly extinguiſh it for ever, ſo 
© that there ſhall never more Memory re- 
© main of thee for this bloody Tyranny, in 
« ſuffering fo lamentable a Sacrifice.” 


No ſooner had he delivered theſe Speech- 
es, but incenſed with Fury, he drew his 
Sword and parted the Image of Diana into 
two Pieces, proteſting to ruinate the Mo- 
naſtery within whoſe Walls the Device of 
this bloody Sacrifice was concluded. 

The Sorrow and extream Grief of the 
Roman Emperor ſo excecded for the Mur- 
ther of his Daughter, that he fell to the 
Earth in a ſenſeleſs Swoon, and was carried 
by certain of his Knights hali-dead b.,

as any born Halian, ex St. An- 
xy : This young Prince, whoſe Name was 
Lucius, ſeeing his Siſter's Death, and by 
it was committed, he preſently 
intended, with a Train of one Hundred 
armed _ which continually attended 
upon his Perſon, to affail the diſcontented 
C i and by Force of Arms to re- 
venge his Siſter's Death. 
This Reſolution ſo the Roman 
ts, that betwixt theſe two Companies 
as terrible a Battle as ever was fought 
Knights; the Fierceneſs of their

her Son, and many a Child left Fatherleſs, 
to the great Sorrow of the whole Country. 

But when the valiant young Prince of 
Rome ſaw his Knights diſcomfited, and he 
left alone to withſtand fo many noble Cham- 
pions, he preſently ſet Spurs to his Horſe, 
and fled from them. in 

After whom the Champions would not 
purſue, accounting it no Glory to their 
Names to triumph in the Overthrow of a 
ſhingle Knight, but remained till by the 
Scaffold, where they buried the ſacrificed 
Virgin, under a marble Stone cloſe by the 
Monaſtery Wall: Which being done to their 
Content, St. George engraved this Epitaph 
upon the ſame Stone with the Point of his 
Dagger, which was in the Manner follow-

Aſter this, the Emperor made Procla- 


mation all his Dominions, that if 
any were fo hardy as to travel in 
Purſuit after the Exgiiſh Champion, and by 


Force of Arms to bring him back, or de- 
liver his Head unto the Emperor, he ſhould 
not only be held in great Eftimation through 
the Land, but receive the Goverament of 
the Empire after his Deceaſe: Which rich 
Proffer ſo encouraged the Minds of many 
adventurous Knights, that they went from 
ſundry Provinces in the Purſuit of St. George, 
but their Attempts were all in vain.

Types of bright Honour : All Kings and 
Princes (to whoſe Ears the Report of their 
Valours were known) defired much to be- 
hold their noble Perſonages. And when the 
Emperor of Grecia (keeping then his Court 
in the City of Conſtantinople) heard of their 
mighty and valiant Deeds, he thirſted after 
their Sights, and his Mind could never be 
farisfied with Content, until fuch Time as 
he had deviſcd a Means to train them unto 
his Court, not only in that he might enjoy 
the Benefit of their Companies, but to have 
his Court honoured with the Preſence of 
fuch 'renowned Knights ; and therefore in 
this Manner it was accompliſhed. 

The Emperor diſpatched Meſſengers into 
divers Parts of the World, gave them in 
Charge to publiſh throughout every Count- 
ry and Province as they went, of an ho- 
nourable Tournament that ſhould be held 
in the City of Confantinople, within fix 
Months following, thereby to accompliſh 
his Intent, and to bring the Chr ſtian Cham- 
pions (whoſe Company he fo much deſired) 
unto his Court. 

This Charge of the Grecian Emperor (as 
he commanded) was ſpeedily performed with 
ſuch Diligence, that in a ſhort Time it 
came to the Ears of the Chriſtian Knights, 
as they travelled betwixt the Provinces of 
Aſia and Africa, who, at the Time appoint-

tended with an Army of twenty thouſand 
Men, whereof eight thouſand were mounted 
on Arabian Courſers, being armed with

Speats and Targets, fo ſwift and dexterous 


in their Undertakings, that they ſeldom 
miſs'd of atchieving any Buſineſs they went 
about. His Pavilion was of a Violet Co- 
lour, fringed with Yellow, to diſtinguifh 
what Country he was of. 

The next was the Soldan of Perfia himſelf, 
with an of ten thouſand Horſemen 
and thirty thouſand Foot, of which nine 
thoufand were Pioneers, to level the Way 
for the Armies marching, and to dig Tren- 
ches for the aſſaulting of any Caſtle or City: 
His Pavilion was red, fring'd with Orange- 
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tawny, being mounted on a Hill to be the 
more conſpicuous to the Beholders. 

Next was the King of Egypt, with twen- 
ty five thouſand Men, of which three hun- 
dred were Magicians or Soothſayers, to 
charm and bewitch the Chriſtian Army, that 
they might not 
blue fri with black, and was placed on 
the right Hand of the King of Arabia. 

Soon after came the great Cham of Tar- 
tary, with an Army of thirty thouſand Men, 
all in quilted Jackets, ſo thick wrought 
that no Arrow could pierce them : They 
were all armed with Steel Gauntlets, and 
had Swords of a Hand's Breadth, and with- 
al ſo that they would cut off a Man 
at the Middle with a Blow : His Pavilion 
was of a Primroſe Colour, with a white 


thouſand EW mounted all on Bar- 
bary Steeds, armed with the Skins of 
ſo thick and that no Sword could cut 
through them ; he had alſo ten thouſand 
Footmen with Iron Maces, having round 
Balls at the End of them, of four or five

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The next that arrived in the fruitful Fields 
of Babylon, was the King of Parthia, with 
an Army conſiſting of fitteen thouſand Men: 
He had alſo an hundred Elephants, carry - 
ing Towers on their Backs, in each of whick 
ten Men might ſtand and fight. This King 
was in Stature four Feet higher than molt 
Men, having each Limb anſwerable there- 
to; fo that he wore a Sword of two Yards 
in Length, the Pummel whereof weighed 
twenty Pounds. His Pavilion was Sky-Co- 
lour, tringed with Sea-green, and was placed 
next to the King of Morocco. 

Next was the Emperor or Grand Signior 
of the Turts, accompanied with ten thou- 
ſand Janiſaries, armed with ſharp Scymiters, 
ſo keen that they would cut a Bolt of Iron 
aſunder. He was armed in a Coat of Mail, 
of burniſhed Silver, havieg on his Head a 
white Turbant, and a P on it, where- 
in was depi a Half Moon, with this 
Motto, Still encreaſing. His Pavilion was 
Green, with Silver and Gold Fringe, and 
was placed on the right Hand of the Soldan 
of Perfia. 

After him came the Prince of Tripoly, ac- 
with four Giants, of a marvel- 
whoſe Names were 


com 
lous Size and Bigneſs, 
Garian, Caras, Phidon and Raphſarus; thoſe 


bore on their Necks great knotty Oaks, 
with which they could ſtrike two Yards 
deep into the Ground, 22 
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ful to behold. He had alſo with him a 
deformed Creature called a Sagittary, being 
half a Man and half a Horſe, who could 
run as ſwift as a Ship can fail, having Wind 
and Weather: His offenſive Weapon was 
a Bow, with which he ſhot poifoned Ar- 
rows, and was ſo expert therein, that he 
could ſhoot to a. Hair's Breadth. This 
Prince of Tripoly was encamped next to 
the King of Parthia, and had a Pavilion 
of a Peaſe- bloſſom Colour, fringed with 
Murrey. 

After him came the Count Palatine of 
Trebizond, with fifteen hundred Crofs-bow- 
men, all armed in Steel Croflets : He had 
alſo three thouſand Men that uſed Slings, 
with which they could exactly hit whatever 
they aimed at, and that at a great Diſtance 
from them. On his Shield was painted a 
Griffin graſping of a Chriſtian, with this 
Motto, Seized of his Prey. His Pavilion 
was of an azure Colour, fringed with red, 
and was placed next to the Emperor or 
Grand Signior of the Turks. 

The next that on the Babylomarn 
Plains, for the Deſtruction of the Chriſtians, 
was the Baſſa of Aleppo, who brought with 
him a hundred Wains, laden with Balls of 
\ Wild-fire, Sulphur, and certain Engines 
called Calthorps, being little Things made 
with four Pricks of Iron, of ſuch a Faſhion, 
that which Way ſoever they be thrown, one

Point will always ſtick up like a Nail, and 
theſe were to be thrown into the Chriſtians 
Army, to ſpoil the Feet of their Horſes. 
His Pavilion was of an Iron-grey Colour, 
and was placed next to the Count Palatine 
of Trebizond. 

Next was the Malmaluck of Damaſcus, 
attended with fix thoufand Horſe, and fix 
thouſand Footmen. He had alfo in his Ar- 
my a deformed Monſter, from the Shoulders 
downwards ſhaped like a Man, but his Head 
and Face like to that of a Horſe, being a 
Preſent feat him from the Cham of Tartary, 
and from whom deſcended the Horſe-fac'd 
Tartar, killed by Count Sereni. This Mal- 
maluck's Pavilion was of yellow intermixed 
with black, and fringed with red, being 
placed next to the Baſſa of Aleppo. 

Many other Kings, Princes and Empe- 
rors were engaged in this Enterprize, whoſe 
Names would be too tedious here to recite ; 
inſomuch that there was aſſembled ſuch an 
Army, as made the Earth to ſhake under 
the Weight thereof; being more in Number 
than that of Xerxes's, which drank up whole 
Rivers dry as they went; or than that of the 
Aacedeman Alexander, with which he con- 
quered the greateſt Part of the World. Be- 
ing thus in this Manner aſſembled t 
the Soldan of Perſia, as one of the chiefeſt of 
the Aſſociation, gathered the greateſt Princes 
and Captains to his Pavilion, — 
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tertain'd them with a coftly Banquet, and 
then he matte this illowing Ovation.

This martial Knight marching before his 
Companies in as much State as did Heer 
when he traced the Fields of um, pitch'd

His Pavilion was of a filver 
Colour, adorned with a ſilken Streamer, 
waving in the Air, wherein was pourtray'd 
a Lioa Rampant, beating his Back with 
his Tail, and from his Mouth proceeded 
theſe Verſes:

At 
their firſt they were entertained by the 
other Commanders with fuch a Shout of 
Joy, as the Earth rang with the Sound 
thereof, and the hollow Caverns of the Hills 
reverberated with ſuch an Echo, ERS 
ter had ſpent his thu Artillery to 

They pitch- 
ed their Camp near unto the Army of the 
Itahians ; Sir Guy's Pavilionbeing of Watcher, 
embroider'd with Silver, and fring'd with

Her Sir Turpin of France, Sir Pedro 87 
Spain, Sir Phelim of Ireland, and Sir 
| Owen of the Mountains, errived in Cy- 
prus ; how they put decun the Tyrant Iſakius, 


end reſter d tbe rig biful Prince Amadeus 
to the Throne. 


A N D now firlt ſhall our Pen attend 
the Actions of Sir Turpin, and his 
warlike French, who having march'd by 
Land for many Miles together, they then 
took Shipping, and after a tedious Paſſage 
at Sea, arrived on the Iſland of Cyprus, to 
whoſe King they ſent a friendly Meſſage, 
deſiring Proviſion for their preſent Neceſſity, 
and where withal to victual their Ships, pro- 
miſing to pay him for the ſame to the utter- 
moſt Farthing. But this King. named 

Fakius, being a Tyrant, and having wrong- 

ly attained the Crown, not only deny'd 
their reaſonable Requeſt, but alſo — 
to make War againſt them, and by Force 
. to drive them out of his Country, which he 
was the more confident to do, having then 
in his Court a Giant named Gzy/on, whom 
with great Rewards he had hir'd to fide with 
him in his Tyranny. This Gehlen was a 
Giant of wonderful Stature, having been 
bred up in the Deſarts of Ey7ca:ia ; he would 
cat up a fat Sheep at a Meal, and — 
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drink up four Gallons of Wine, which made 
him of tuch a vaſt Proportion, that he was 

moſt terrible to behold ; his uſual Weapon 
wherewith he fought, was a ſquare Burt of 
Iron, having a Knob at the End of it of 
thirty Pounds Weight, and on his Body he 

wore aCoat of Mail of a wonderful Strength : 
This proud Giant was fo conceited of his 
own Strength, that he thought himſelf able 
to encounter ſingly with an Hoſt of Men; 
and therefore taking with him only the Guard 
which belonged to the King, he marched 
againſt the French, promiſing to bring them 
bound unto [/atzzs ; but Promiſes without 
Performance fignify nothing. In this high 
Reſolution, with Fury he fell upon the 
French, dealing as many Wounds as Blows, 
and as many Deaths almoſt as Wounds ; 
and now his Iron Bat was all imbru'd with 
Blood, and Heaps of ter d Carcaſſes 
lay on each Side on him; the common Sol- 
diers ran from his Reach with as much Fear 
as the Patridge from the purſuing Hawk. 
Sir Twrpin ſreing ſuch Havock made a- 
mongſt his Soldiers, thought it high Time 
to ſhew his Valour, and put a Stop to ſuch 
Proceedings; wherefore with much Force 
guided by Prudence, he ſet upon him; but 
the Giant's Armour was of ſuch Proof that 
nothing prevaiPd ; for notwith Sir 
Turpin was as gallant a Knight as ever buck- 
led en Armour, and that he us'd his utmoſt. 
| U 2 Endeavour 
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Endeavour for the Honour of his Country, 
and Glory of his Nation to overcome him, 
as well as for their own Safeguard; yet 
maugre all his Force and Valour it nothing 
avaiPd, but he was forced to-give Way to 
the Fury of the Giant. Sir Turpin ſeeing 
himſelf thus overmatch by Strength, thought 
to uſe Policy, and therefore counterfeiting a 
Flight, retreated to a Place, where advan- 
raged by the Ground, and his chiefeſt Cap- 
tains, he might the better deal with him; 
but Providence had ordained a better Reme- 
dy, for at that very Inſtant it ſo happened, 
that Sir Pedro with his Army of Spaniards, 
having been forely weather-beaten at Sea, 
were by Streſs of Weather forced to that Iſland 
for Succour, where they were no ſooner land- 
ed, but they had Information of this Battle; 
and therefore after a ſhort refreſhing, they 
made up to them; and now Slaughter and 
Deſtruction fell heavy on both Sides, the de- 
vouring Sword making many Windows in 
their Bodies for Death to enter in at ; much 
Courage was ſhewn on both Parts, each 
ſtriving to gain Honour by the other's Ruin; 
and now nowithſtanding the Giant's Brags 
of bringing the Frenchmen bound to the 
King, he was forced to go without his Er- 
rand, and for Safeguard of his Men make a 
Retreat towards the City; bur there he 
found but cold Entertainment, for the Ci- 
tixens hearing how the Frenchmen were = 
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ed, and that the Giant with the King's Guard 
were gone to fight with them, they took the 
Opportunity of the Time, and making a 

eneral Inſurrection, ſeized upon the King, 
ecured the Gates of the City, and ſtood upon 
their own Defence; and immediately diſpatch- 
ed a Meſſenger to the French and Spaniards, 
to inform them what they had done: Who, 
upon the hearing of the News, ſent forth 
iuch a Shout, that the Earth rang with the 
Noiſe thereof. The Giant with his Com- 
pany hearing the loud Shout of the French 
and Spaniards, where in a wonderful Amaze, 
and ſeeing themſelves ſurrounded with Danger 
before and behind, they ſaw there was no 
other Way but to ſecure themſelves by Flight; 
which proved the more advantageous to 
them, by Reaſon the French were io enfee- 
bled through lack of Suſtenance, and long 
Fighting, that they were not able to purſue 
them: Wherefore leaving the Chaſe, they 
marched directly into the City, being of the 
Citizens entertained with much Joy, who 
preſently ſent forth freſh Men after the Giant, 
whom Sir Pedro would needs head, whilſt 
the reſt refreſhed themſelves in the City. 
Theſe freſh Men, by Intelligence of the 
Country People, had ſoon Notice whither 
the Giant with the. greateſt Part of his Men 
were gone; whereupon Sir Pedro taking a- 
long with him a choice Party of the ſwifteſt 
- Horſemen, purſued him fo faſt, that in a 
U 3 ſhort 
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ſhort Space they had a View of him ; but 
the envious Das Deſtinies had fo ordered it, that 
near thereunto there was a itrong Caſtle, into 
which he wasenter'd before he could be over- 
taken; wherefore they reſolved for to beſiege 
it, and either force him by Famine to ſubmit 
himſelf, or to gain his Freedom by Hazard 
of Battle. 

Whilſt they were thus buſied in 
the Giant, and the Army refreſhing them- 
ſelves in the City, it happened that the Cap- 
tain of the Guard, with a Party of fuch as 
fled with him, being joined to ſome others, 
whoſe deſpicable Fortunes made them deſ- 
perate, having Intelligence that the French 

Spani ps were but weakly guard- 

ed, he with idcredible Celerity ſeized on 
them, forcing thoſe Seamen that were in 
them to weigh Anchor, hoiſt Sail, and pro- 
ceed to Sea, Tnteading tw go into the Iſland of 
Zeylen, near thereunto adjoining, to raiſe 
Forces to withſtand the Enemy; or if that 
failed, ta ſeek a Habitation in ſome other 
remote Country. Whilſt were thus 
hovering at Sea, it chanced that Sir Owen of 
the Mountains, with a Band of his valiant 
Welhmen came failing that Way, being ſe⸗ 
ver d from Sir Phelim with his Ii, by a 
Stosm at Sea; Sir Owen ſeeing theſe Ships, 
imagined them to be his faithful Friends the 
French and Spaniards, and therefore made 
up 40 them; but the Miſtake being ſoon 
perceived, 
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88 inſtantly fell to fightin 
z and — Death ſhewed — Lens 
— Horror, and Blood filled the Wrinkles 
of the Sea's Viſage, which the Water would 
not waſh away, that it might be Witneſs it 
was not always his Fault when we condemn 
his Cruelty. Sir Owez with great Valour 
defended himſelf, notwithſtanding he was 
oppreſſed with the Multitude of his Enemies, 
which were ſo many in Number above his 
Men, that he had been in ſome Danger of 
being worſted, had not in the very Nick 
of Opportunity Sir Pbelim with his Fri 
come timely to his Reſcue ; but now being 
ſtrengthened with this Recruit, they fo re- 
ſolutely charged on the Cypriots, that firſt 
to retreat, and afterwards ſought 
to ſhift away the beſt they could by Flight; 
but theſe Soldiers were fo unſkiltul in Sea 
Affairs, and the Seamen whom they had 
forced to go along with them being joyful ra 
be relieved by the Wolf and riß, they fo 
ordered the Buſineſs, that the Ships were all 
taken, and the Soldiers in them carried back 
to the Port from whence they had been forc- 


ed away. 

Sir Twrpin and Sir Pedro hearing of this 
gallant Eaterprize of the Welpb * tri, 
in all Haſte went unto 1 Bot now to 
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they took Order for the better Safeguard of 
their Ships, and then with the Priſoners 
marched to the City, where they were en- 
tertained with exceeding great Joy, being 
magnificently feaſted by the Citizens, and 
complimented with Shews and Repreſenta- 
tions, performed wich great Coſt and Art. 
Whilſt they were thus revelling in Delights, 
there came to them a Meſſenger from the 
Giant Guy/on, with a Letter directed to the 
Officers of the Chriſtians Army, which had 
invaded the Iſland of Cyprus. This Letter 
or Challenge being open'd, contained theſe 
Words : 


FIT HINK not, proud Chriftians, al- 
tho* by Stealth and Fraud you have 
invaded our Cguntry, that you ſhall ever 
ſubdue our Hearts, although you may 
hap to ſubjugate our Bodies : Now if your 
Arms be anſwerable to your Artifices,

overcome by me, then to paſs away quiet- 
ly out of our Land, and reftore what un- 
© juſtly you have taken away from us. This 
© you cannot refule, it you have any Spark 
of Valour in you. © GuyLon.” 

This 
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This bold Challenge being read before 
the four Heroick Captains, they each of 
them deſired to have the Combat, and that 
with ſuch Earneftneſs, as it almoſt bred a 
Quarrel amongſt them; but to avoid all 
Controverſies, it was agreed to caſt Lots 
amongſt them, to whoſe Honour it ſhould 
befal ; which being done accordingly, the 
Lot fell on the renowned Knight Sir Orven 
of the Mountains, who returned the Giant 
this Anſwer to his Challenge : 


Proud Giant,

Accordingly the next Day, being richly 
mounted on a grey Barbary Steed, arm'd 
in a Coat of Mail, with a Sword by his 
Side, and a flrong keen Falcheon in his 
Hand, he rode towards the Caſtle, accom- 
panied with the French, Spaniſh, and Iriſþ 
Captains, and a Band of luſty Soldiers, leſt 
there ſhould be any Treachery ſhewn by the 
ether Side: dna 
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of the Caſtle, attended only by a Dwarf ; he 
was on Foot, for he was too heavy for any 
Horſe to bear him. He was likewiſe armed 
in a Coat of Mail, and came with his great 
Bat of Iron in his Hand, which he flouriſh- 
ed over his Head with great Pride and Ot- 
tentation ; drawing near unto Sir Occen, 
with a haughty Voice ſtuffgd with Arrogan- 
cy, he thus ſpake unto him: 


Proud Knight, Now ſhall thy Lite pay

Sir Owen ſmiling at the Words of the 
Giant, returned the Bragadocia this Anſwer:

wilt; and fince thou wert ſo courteous

except thou couldſt perform more.” 


And now Sir Owen ſeeing the Giant on 
Foot, alighted from his Horſe, that it 
ſhould not be ſaid Advantage added any 
Thing to his Victory ; then drawing their 
Swords, they laid on Load with Cou- 
rage, dealing fuch blows, that to the Be- 
holders Sight the leaſt of them would leave 
Death behind it, and thoſe laid on fo thick, 
as if that every Blow would have been fore- 
moſt.

Coats, with Silver Belts, and the Pummels 
of their Swords inlaid with glittering Stones, 
which ſparkled like Diamonds. Next fol- 
lowed four Heralds, in four diſtin Coats 
of Arms: After them, the Nobility of the 
Land, in rich Robes, with Coronets on their 
Heads: Then came the ſeven Champions, 
and St. Geoorge's three Sons, in five rich 
Chariots, lined with Cloth of Gold, and 
ſtudded with Studs of maſly Silver: After 
them followed the Colonels, Majors, and 
Captains, with ſilken Streamers waving 
betore them, being ranged two by two; each 
Engliſh Officer with a 7 beſſalian, and mount- 
ed on prancing Barbary Steeds. And laſtly, 
the under Officers, with the Army ia good- 
ly Arms, and accouter'd molt richly. In 
this Order they march'd to the Palace, 
where they were met by the Queen, attir'd 
in a rich Robe of Ermine, with the Crown 
Imperial upon her Head, who with a ſmil- 
ing Countenance, entertain'd them in theſe 
Words.

* leaving off Arms, you now come to en- 
* joy the Fruits of our Amours, and inſtead 
of following the Camp of Mars, we folace 
ourſelves in the Tents of Cupid. Miſtake 
me not, (dear Sir) I mean not by ſpend- 
ing our Time in wanton Dalltance, but in 
the honourable State of Matrimony, tha: 
being join'd in men's Bands, we may 
have our Joys crown'd with the Iſſues of 
* an unfeigned Love.” 


* Moſt gracious Princeſs, (replied Sit 
* Alexander) your Speeches are the ſole Ef- 
* fects of my Thoughts, and your Deſires 
to me abſolute Commands, being ſuch as 
tend only to my Profit and Welfare; won- 
der not then, moſt peerleſs Madam, if I 
* willingly embrace, what I fo earneſtly 
© covet:* And fo ſealing his Love on the 
red Wax of her Lips, they Hand in Hand 
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paced it into her Palace, accompanied with 
the ſeven Champions, as alſo with many of 
the Chief Lords and Ladies of the Land; 
where was provided for them a ſumptuous 
Dinner of fuch coftly Viands, as might teach 
the fatiate Palate how to eat; and thoſe 
plac'd fo thick and plentiful, as if the Table 
would crack with the Pile of ſuch weighty 
Diſhes. All the while they were at Dinner, 
melodious Harps and Songs ſaluted their 
Ears, which was breath'd forth in ſuch a 
curious Harmony, as charm'd their very 
Souls to an Extaſy. After Dinner, they 
tell to dancing, tripping it ſo nimbly, as it 
they had been all Air, or ſome lighter Ele- 
ment. In theſe Delights they waſted about 
eight or nine Days; but the ſeven Champi- 
ans ſoon grew weary of fuch Pait.mes, and 
delirous to go home to their native Coun» 
tries, was minded to take their Leaves of 
the Queen Mariana; but Sir Alexander and 
ſae having concluded their Nuptials ſhould 
be celebrated very ſuddenly, they were with 
much Entreaty periuaded to ſtay until they 
were over. 

The prefixed Day being come, early 
that Morning, by fuch Time as Aurora, 
the bluſking Goddets, which doth fway 
the Cowny Confines of the Day and Night, 
began to appear, but both Bridegroom 
and Bride, were faluted with moſt ſweet 
tour. ding Mufick, which being ended,

deſty. Sir Alexander was led by two Dukes 
Daughters, and the Princeſs Mariana by 
two of the chiefeſt Barons of the Realm; 
having her Train borne up by four Ladies of 
Honour: Thus did they walk in great 
State unto the Temple, where the Prieſt 
join'd them tqgetker in {men's Rites ; 
which being dgne, they return'd again in 
the ſame Order to the Palace, all che Way 
the People ſhewing ſuch great Demonſtra- 
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tioas of Joy, as was wonderful to be- 
hold. 
To rehearſe the great Chear, prepar'd for 


this royal Dinner, the Maſkings, Revel- 
ings, and other coſtly Shows, which were 
ſolemniz'd by the Lords and Ladies, and 
other Courtiers, would tire the Pen of an 
iaduftrious Writer. The next Day was ap- 
pointed for the Coronation of the Prince 
Alexander and the Princeſs Mariana, which 
was performed in great Splendor ; the Mul- 
titude of Spectators that came to behold it 
being ſo many, that notwithſtanding great 
Store of Money was thrown about in other 
Streets, to divert the People, from throng- 
ing fo thick at the Coronation ; yet the Pec- 
ple regarded not the Money at all, for the

Aker the ufual Ceremonies were ended, 
which appertain to ſuch Solemnities, the 
Trumpets founded, and the People with a

Queen predicted of him, as you may read 
in the fourteenth Chapter of the firſt Part 
of this Honourable Hiſtory, which contain'd 
theſe Words:

After ſome few Days paſſed in Royal 
Triumph, the ſeven Champions reſolv'd to 
ſtay no longer, but to haſten to their own 
Countries. Fa Purſuance of which their 
Reſolution, they acquainte:! King Alexander 
and Queen Mariana of their Intentions, 
who were very loth to have parted from 
their Companies ; but the feven Champions 
were ſo refolute in their Determinations, 
that no Perſuaſions could induce them to 
ſtay any longer. The King and Queen, ſee-

Love feem'd to fit enthron'd in full Ma- 
jelty ; nor wanted ſhe therewith the Helps 
© of Art, to ſet forth her natural Perſecti- 
© ons; fo that ſhe ſeem'd rather a divine 
© Goddels, than a human Creature. Theſe, 
© her admirable Endowments, was look'd 
on by Duke Vini, through a multiplying 
C Glaſs, which render'd her to him the moſt 

| * admirable 
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* admirable of all Creatures, captivating 
© his Heart; ſuch a thrall to her Beauty, 
that he vow'd himſelf a Servant to her 
* Virtues; and to endear himſelf the more 
in her Reſpects, by ſome Atchievements 
* of Honour, he entered the Lifts, as chief 
Challenger againſt all Comers, being 
* mounted on a Milk-white Courſer, 
* trapped with Capariſons of Silver, and on 
* his Burgonet, a Plume of goodly Fea- 
* thers: His Armour was Blue, reſembling 
* the Azure Firmament, ſpangled with 
* Stars of Gold, with theſe Words for his 
Device, Virtue, like the clear Heaven, i- 
* without Clouds. He encounter'd with ſun- 
* dry Knights of great Worth, againſt all 
* which he had much the better, which 
* gain'd him both great Applauſe and En- 
* vy. Nor was he lefs fkilful in the In- 
* trigues of Love, than in the t 
© of Arms, and could court a , as well 
* as encounter with an Enemy; which he, 
* with much artificial Eloquence, demon- 
ſtrated in an Addreſs to the Lady Jilian, 
ſeemed much affected with his Per-

his Stand, when a Brace of luſty Beagles

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* for the handling of his Weapons, and 
with a nimble Eye to watch all Advan- 
that might be taken. It was not 
long before the Beagles had rouz'd the 
Boar out of his Den, who ſeeming to re- 
gard no Danger, nimbly turning round 
about, with a Kind of a wallowing run- 
ning Pace, ran where he could fee any 
Company.

Euphemius receiv'd this Letter with great 
Indignation, vowing Revenge; the Rham- 
nuyian Nemeſis poſſeſſing his vengeful Breait 
in all her blackeſt Forms, and now his en- 
rag'd Blood being tickled with the Thoughts 
ot pleaſing himſelf, for as he t he it his 
Ditgrace in her claiming him to her Hul- 
band, he intended the Deſtruction not only 
of ſhe, but of all her Kindred, and that to 
be perform'd as ſoon as he could find any 
pretended Cauſe of a Quarrel with her. In 
the mean Time to deter her from any fur- 

ther 
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ther Proſecution of her Claim, he return'd 
to her this invective Anſwer. 


Ath your Im no other Per- 
ſon to Father your Baſtard Brat up- 
© on but me, whoſe known Reputation is 
© ſuch, as will free me in the Conſciences 
* of all honeſt Perſons, from the known 
« Calamities of ſuch a vile Strumpet ? Was 
it not my Virtue preferred me by a gene- 
ral Conſent to a Kingdom; and do you 
think by Detraction to beſpatter my good 
Name? Ceaſe then, perverſe Monſter of 
* Womankind, to . any further 
Claim unto me, prove the deſerved 
* Deſtruftion of rhee ad im thine. 
* Thy deſerv'd Enemy, 
« Evpnyenivs,” 
But before ſhe receiv'd this Letter, feel- 
ing the Burden of her Womb to grow great, 
ſhe defired Leave to go vilit an Aunt of 
hers, named Milefia, pretending Indiſpoſi- 
tion of Health, to which I readily granted, 
knowing my Siſter very careful over her for 
her Good. To this her Aunt ſhe diſcover'd 
all what had paſſed berwixt Eupbemius and 
ſhe, deſiring her Aid and Secreſy therein; 
and indeed it was but high Time, for with- 
in three Days after her coming thither, ſhe 


was delivered of a goodly Boy, whom her 


Aunt named Inforiunio, and put him out to 
Nurſe to one of her Tenants.

Eupbemius, which when ſhe had read, 
Grief and Sorrow were ſo great, that 
deemed herſelf the very Map of Miſery 
falling into a Swoon, it was long e er her 
and the other Attendants could recover 
to Life; but coming a little to herſelf, ſhe 
thus began for to exclaim. 

And is it poſſi 
* main in Man! Do 
* not binding, or that divine Vengeance 
* doth not follow upon Breach of Promiſe ? 
Ab, Eupbemius, can thy Heart prove fo 
* diſloyal ; were all the Proteſtations thou 
< ſo often didſt reiterate unto me, only feign- 
ed Baits to entrap me to my Deſtruction * 4 
then glory in thy Triumph; and ſaying 
theſe Words, ſhe ſtabbed herſelf to the 
Heart with a Bodkin, which ſhe had hid 
within the Trammels of her Hair. 

Praxeda having acted this woful Tragedy 
on herſelf, put all the Houſhold in a great 
Uproar, eſpecially my Siſter Mia. Ar 
laſt the Extremity of her Paſſion being over, 
the ſent me Word of what had happen'd ; 
which into what a diſtracted Grief it put me, 
let them be judge who are the Parents of an 
only _ 1ꝙ4 _— in this 
diſtreſſed non was, to udy Revenge 
againſt » but how to accomplith 
it, there was the Difficulty ty, as knowing my- 
ſell too weak to oppole him by open Force:

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Whereupon I ſent a Letter to the chieteft 
of the Nobles, declaring how unworthily he 
had done by my Daughter, and imploring 
their Aid to revenge his Diſloyalty ; who 
greatly pitying my Misfortune, and remem- 
bering how he had been the Death of their 
Queen Artemia, they by a joint Con- 
t baniſh'd him their Kingdom; who by 
this Means being implacably incens'd againſt 
me, accompanied with a Crew of Fellows 
of as deſparate Fortunes as himſelf, he war- 
red againſt me, and quickly outed me of 
my Barony. Wherefore being deſtitute of 
Friends, and hopeleſs of ever attaining my 
priſtine Glory, I betook myſelf to a Shep- 
herd's Life, the better to be ſhrouded in 
Obſcurity ; yet being aſſured by the wiſe 
Medea, that there ſhould one Day come a 
Knight out of a far Country, who ſhould 
again reſtore me again to my Barony. 
Sir Guy having heard the s Diſ- 
„ it wrought in him great Pity and 
Compaſſion ; and turning himſelf to Cap- 
tain Bolus, he thus ſaid, Now by the Ho- 
* nour of my Knighthood, and by the Love 
* I bear to my Country England, I will not 
enter into my Ship until I have reſeated 
* him again in his Barony ;” and to make 
his Promiſe, he took with him a 
undred of his choiceſt Soldiers, and being 
guided by the Shepherd Selindus, they march- 
ed to Mampeliar, where they heard how Eu- 
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phemius was lodg'd in a ftrong Caſtle, and 
guarded with five hundred Soldiers, having 
alſo in Pay a certain Mari/co, of a wonder- 
ful Stature and „armed in a Coat 
of Mail, and uſing a bar of Iron of forty 
Pound Weight for his Club. Having ap- 
proached within half a Mile of the Caitle, 
Sir Guy ſent a to Eupbemins, de- 
manding to reſtore the Caſtle, with all that 
AT ro it, to Selindus, or elſe to expect 

the Worſt that ſhould happen upon ſuch 
Refuſal ; oo. - 4 4 far from 
anting his ueſt, bid the Meſ- 
— to — his Maſter forthwith to 
depart his Territories, or elſe his Life would 
pay for his Preſumption, in ſeeking to med- 
dle with what he had nothing to do withal. 
both Sides themſelves 
for fighting : ws himſelf, with the 
Giant Mariſco, accompanied with three hun- 
dred of his choiceſt Soldiers, ſetting upon 
Sir Guy with ſuch Fury, that had he not been 
of undaunted Courage, and always watchful 
againſt ſuch deſperate Onſets, he had un- 
doubtedly overthrown him; but Sir G9 
having with great Valour ſtood the Shock 
of their Fury, fell upon Eupbemius and his 
Men with ſuch undaunted Reſolution, that 
notwithſtanding he made a notable Reſiſt- 
ance, yet his Soldiers began to give back ; 
which the Mariſcos perceiving, he fingly ſer 
upon Sir Guy, and with manly Courage dealt 
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about fuch blows, that who ſo ſhould have 
beheld him, would have thought the great 
Alcides had deſcended again upon the Earth, 
to teach Mortals the Way of Mankind's 
Deſtruction ; but Sir Gzy fo nimbly avoided 
his blows, and with ſuch dexterous Skill fer 
upon the Giant with his never-failing Sword, 
that he made many Wounds in his Fleſh, 
whereby Death might enter in at; which 
Eupbemius perceiving, he made up to Sir 
Guy to ſuccour the Moriſco, but before he 
could up to him he was ſet upon by 
in Bolus, with fo great Courage, that 
he found he had h to do to defend 
himfelf. At laſt Sir Guy enforcing himſelf 
with all his Might, gave ſuch a blow on the 
Giant's Helmet as piercing the fame, it came 
forth all em with his Brains, who 
without ſpeaking any Word, fell down dead 
to the Ground. 

Euphemius ſeeing his Friend the Mariſco 
fall, would have fled away, but he was to 
inviron'd by Soldiers, that all Means were 
taken from him to eſcape ; whereupon he 
was forced to yield himfelf a Prifoner, and 
was both by Sir Guy, and Captain Bolus, en- 
tertain'd with great Civility. In the mean 
Time Sir Gay's Soldiers had purſued their 
Enemies with ſuch Vigour, that thoſe who 
were in the Caſtle, opening their Gates to 
entertain their flying Friends, before they 
could ſhut them again, Sir Guy's * 
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alſo enter'd with them : And now within 
the Caſtle began a moſt deſperate Conflict, 
neither Defendants nor Affailants expecting 
any Mercy if overcome ; wherefore each 
one were buſy in plying Death's fatal Taſk, 
their Swords making fuch fad Work, that 
every Place was over-fill'd with Slaughter, 
and their mingled Blood made a Purple 
Flood that overflowed in each Place they 
fought. Whilſt thus Death was inning 
his plenteous Harveſt, and the Soldiers to 
throng'd as they could ſcarcely wield their 
killing Hands, Sir Guy and Captain Bolus 
coming amongſt them, ſoon turn'd the Scales 
on the Afailants Side; fo that the Defen- 
dants being more overcome by Vatour than 
Number, yield themſelves and the Caſtle to 
the Mercy of the Conquerors, the Poſſeſſion 
whereof Sir Gay freely ſurrender'd into the 
Hands of Selindus, together with the Diſ- 
poſal of all the Priſoners : But emits, 
remembring how diſcourteouſly he had dealt 
by Selindus, falling on his-Knees, deſired of 
Sir Gi that he might remain ſtill with him, 
promiſing him faithfully to be his true Pri- 
foner ; but his Crimes were ſo notorious, 
that Sir Guy would in no wiſe conſent there- 
unto ; whereupon Captain Balus begg'd him 
of him, which was granted, he having be- 
fore preſented the Captain with a Jewel of 
an ineſtimable Price.

Sir Guy took his Leave of him, and return'd 

to his Ship, his Soldiers according to their 

Merits, having been before richly rewarded 
by Selindus. 


CH A P. XII. 
Hew Sir Guy arrived in Sicily, where be 
overcame the Rebels, which after the King 
of Sicily's Death, had rebelled againſt the 
Queen Urania; bow he was married to ber, 


and afterwards crowned King of Sicily. 


IR Guy after having reftored Selindus 
to his Barony, took Ship, together with 
Captain Bolus and his Priſoner Euphemins, 
and having a proſperous Wind, in a 
few Days arrived on _ Coaſts of fruitful 
Sicily, to the great Joy of Sir Gay, it bei 
the happy Port whereto his Defires — 
directed; but it happened clean contrary to 
his Expectations, the Scene of Actions was 
quite alter d there; for ſoon after his De- 
parture from thence, to his Expedition 
againſt the Infidels, the King of Sicrly died, 
whereby the Crown came to the Princeſs 
Urania; but one Nefario, a potent Nobleman 
of that Country, and who had many De- 
pendents belonging to him, of great Worth 
and Quality, raiſed a ſtrong Rebellion * 
| r, 
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her, pretending the ill Management of the 
Affairs of the Kingdom, and ſo well had 
Fortune hitherto favoured his Endeavours, 
that he had gained from the Queen ſeveral 
ſtrong Places, inſomuch that many of her 
Captains, ſeeing his Succeſs, revolted from 
her, and fided with him. Sir Guy under- 
ſtanding the Badneſs of her Affairs, 3 
red all he could for her ſpeedy Relief; and 
taking with him three hundred of his ſtout- 
eſt Soldiers, he marched with them towards 
the City of Syracuſa, wherein he was inform'd 
ſhe was beſieg' d by a great Army of her 
Enemies. Willingly he would have given 
her Notice of his Arrival, but all Places 
were ſo ſtopp'd that he could not poſſibly 
do it ; whereupon dividing his Men into 
two Companies, he gave the one of them 
to the Command of Captain Balus, and the 
other he led himſelf; and fo in the Dead of 
the Night ſet upon the Enemies; who not 
in the leaſt dreaded any Danger; and now 
was nothing but Cutting, Hacking, and 
Slaſhing throughout the Camp, fo that in 
every Place you might fee a Throng of Car- 
caſes, whole liveleſs Eyes were cloſed with 
Duſt and Death. Sir Guy, remembring that 
he was now reſcuing his dear Lady out of 
the Hands of Rebels, did Wonders : And 
now had the Cries and Skrieks of the Sol- 
diers alarm'd Nefario, who put himſelf for- 
ward to withſtand this Inundation, which 
he 
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he perceiv'd was ready to overwhelm all his 
former Succeſſes. In the mean Time Cap- 
tain Bolus had taken an eminent Commander 
Priſoner, by whom he underſtood the State 
of the Army ; whereupon joining with Sir 
Guy, they with united Courage fet upon Ne- 


fario, with ſuch Fury, that he, not able to 


withſtand them, was forced to give Ground, 
whom Sir Guy did not eagerly purſue, but 
ſent a Meſſenger to the City to inform them 
of what was done ; who thereupon preſently 
iſſued out, killing many, and bringing in 
more Priſoners.

Moſt gracious Prin- 
cels, (reply'd Sir Gzy) I did account it 
my greateſt Happinels that I can in any 
wile ſerve you, tho* I wiſh it had not been 
* upon this Occafion ; but fince it is fo, 
let not this Opportunity be ſlipp'd, but 
* whilit the Enemy is in a Maze, tet us fall 
upon him with a Reſolution worthy the 
Juſtneſs of our Cauſe.” 

This Propofition being with great Reaſon 
applauded, the Soldiers were order'd to have 

No. 21. D d a ſudden 
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a ſudden Refreſhment, having been wearied 
in the late Fight. But whilſt they were 
thus at their Repaſt, they heard from a far 
the ſound of Trumpets, at which much 
marvelling, they ſent a Meſſenger to know 
what was the Matter; who returned with 
this Anſwer, © That there were fix thouſand 
* Theſſalians come to the Queen's Aid :* For 
King Alexander, ſoon after his Coronation, 
hearing how the Queen Uranis was fled 
by her rebellious Subjects, ſent theſe fix 
thouſand Soldiers, reſolving if they would 
not do, to follow himſelf with a ſufficient 
Army. Sir Guy hearing this welcome News, 
ſent Word to them inſtantly to refreſh them- 


ſelves, and he would join his Forces with - 


them, and ſet upon the Rebels; whilſt this 
general Fear and Confternation was upon 
them, and having joined to him four thou- 
ſand of the choiceſt Sicilians, he was march- 
ing to them ; but behold a ſudden Change 
= a ſtop to his Proceedings, for in their 
ay they met with about a hundred of the 
adver who that Sir Cuy was 
Queen s Reſcue, knowing his 
Manhood, not only by former Exploits, but 
alſo by dear-bought in the laſt 
Battle, to ſecure their Lives and Fortunes 
at the Queen's Hands, they 7 on Ne- 
Faria, as a Peace Offering in to 
preſent him a Priſoner to the — Sir 
Guy — what they had done, ſent 
a Herald 
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a Herald to the Reſidue, promiſing them 
the Queen's Pardon if they would lay down 
their Arms and fubmit to her; which un- 
doubtedly they had done, but that at the 
very Inſtant of Time, Grimaldo, Brother to 
Nefario, was come to enforce his Army with 
ten thoutand Soldiers more, which he: had 
gotren up out of the adjoining Countries 
thereabout ; but when he heard how his 
Brother was carried away by his own Party, 
and of the Defeat they had received the laſt 
Night, he was very much troubled in Mind; 
but that his Army might not take any Ne- 
tice of it, he encour them in the bet 
wiſe he could, telling them fuch - Defeats 
were but the Chance of War, and for his 
Brother's Impriſonment, it might be made 

by taking ſome of the choiceſt of the 
other Side Prifoners : That now they had 
ſo far drawn their Swords, there was no 
other Courſe to take but to throw away their 
Scabbards ;, all of Reconcilement with the 
Queen being clean taken away, and there- 
fore no other Means but to uſe their ut mot 
Manhood, either to conquer or die hon10u- 
rably: With theſe and the like Speeches 
did he fo encourage the Rebels, that when 
the Meſſenger came to them with the Quren's 
Pardon, it was rejected with Scorn ; which 
being made known unto Sir Guy, he pre- 
ſently joined with the Theſſalians, and having 
complimented the chief Commanders, he 

| D d 2 encouraged 
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the Soldiers in ſuch a pithy O- 
ration, that throwing up their Caps, they 
gave ſuch a Hollow, as the Earth reverbe- 
rated with the Sound of the ſame. 

And now both Armies faced each other, 
when tly a terrible Fight, that 
Mars himſelf might have been a Spectator 
thereof. In one Place ſtood a well- ordered 
Body of erected Pikes, like a young leafleſs 
Wood, to oppoſe the invading Horſe: In 
another Place were Bands of Arches, whoſe 
feather d Arrows out- run the piercing Eye, 
and cut a Paſſage throw the fleeting Air, 
ling the Brains of the inſulting Foe. 

Here ſtood Horſes prancing with their Feet, 
raiſing ſuch Clouds of Duſt, as covered the 
Face of the darkned Sky ; when preſently 
Pikes, Bills and Darts, like a moving Wood 
ruſhed aganſt each other. Their Horſes 
angry in their Maſter's „ with Love 
and Obedience forth the Effects of 
Hate and Reſiſtance, and with Winds of 
Servitude did as if they affected Glory. And 
now all Hands were buſied in killing, the 
poor Soldiers ſtood with Fear of Death, as 
if dead ſtruck ; the thirſty Earth drank up 
whole Streams of Blood, Ar Mounts were 
made of ſlaughtered Carcaſes. Sir Gay did 
Wonders that Day with his Sword, fending 
thoulands of Souls to the Infernal Regions. 
As thus he made Lanes of his Enemies dead 
Bodies, he came at laſt to meet with Gri- 
maldo, 
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maldo, with whom he enter'd into Combat, 
and notwithſtanding his Body was encloſed 
about with glittering Walls of Steel, yet 
made he ſuch Breaches therein, as Death 
had many Ways to enter, and Life as many 
Holes whereby to creep out; and now Cri- 
maldo craved for Mercy, which Sir Guy re- 
fuſed, ſaying, * No, Varlet, thou mighteſt 
* have taken it when it was proffer'd thee ; 
© but now nothing but Death can ſatisfy for 
* thy Diſloyalty :* And therewithal < Ar wi 
him ſuch a Blow, as brought him head long 
to the Ground. 

Grimalda being killed, the whole Army 
betook themſelves to Flight, whom Sir Guy 
and his Company purſu'd in eager wiſe, kil- 
ling and deſtroying whomſoe ver they over- 
took, without any Remorſe or Pity. Hav- 
ing obtained this ſignal Victory, Sir Guy 
ordered a Part of the Army to purſue the 
Reſidue of the Rebels, whilſt he with the 

reſt march'd back unto the City : And now 

was ſuch a univerſal. Joy amongſt the Citi- 

zens as was not to be credited; all the Way 
as Sir Gay paſſed along the Streets, the Peo- 
pie ſending forth ſuch loud Acclamations, 
ame vaſt Air was deafened therewith. When 
they came to the Palace Gate, they were 
met by the Queen, accompanied with a great 
Train of Ladies and Nobles that attended 
on her ; before all whom the Queen, _s 
Sir Guy about the Neck, gave him a Kit: 
D d 3 6 My 
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My deareſt Love, (faid ſhe) what Recom- 
* pence can our Country afford in Retribu- 
© tion of ſuch ineſtimable Benefits as the 
Divine Powers, by thy victorious Arms, 
© have beſtowed upon us!” And fo Hand 
in Hand they marched up to her Palace, 
where he was entertained with a ſtately Ban- 
quet : Sir Guy behaving himſelf ſo affably 
and courteouſly to the Nobles and Ladies 
that he won their Applauſe. 

And now all Things being thus quieted, 
and the two princely Lovers affured of each 
others real Affection towards one another, 
their Hearts and Minds were well ſa- 
tisfied : The Theſalian Army being richly 
rewarded, went home, and with them an 
honourable Meſſenger to King Alexander, to 
return him Thanks for his Aid, as alſo to 
invite him to the Wedding of Sir Guy, and 
th: Queen Urania, the perfixed Day where- 
of was ſuddenly to be. 
The appoi Day being now near at 
Hand, the Nobles and Knights 1 — al 
ſolemn Juſt to be holden againſt all Comers, 
and many coſtly Pageants and delightful 
Shews were by the Citizens ; the 
Ladies got them many coſtly Jewels, and 
other rich Ornaments to adorn themſelves 
againſt that Day ! And to compleat the So- 
lemnity, King Alexander with a ſplendid 
Train of Followers came to Sicily, who were 
moſt magnificently entertained by Sir — 
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and the Queen Urania. On the marriage 


having joined them in Hymen's nuptial Bands, 
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Morning, the Bride and Bridegroom were 
ſaluted up with moſt ſweet ſounding Muſick ; 
the Palace was hung round about with Gar- 
lands, and rich Perfumes caſt into Fires; 
which gave a moſt odoriferous Smell ; me- 
lodious Harps and Songs tickled the Ears 
with Delight. In brief, every Thing was 
ſo well ordered as befitted ſuch a royal So- 
lemnity. All the Way as they went to the 
Temple, the Ways were ſtrowed with Flow- 
ers of Flora's chiefeit Pride, and the Prieft 


as they returned, there was great Store of 
Money thrown amongſt ” Sort of 
People, that they alſo mi participate 
the Gladnefs of the Day ; the Bells rang, 
Trum ſounded, Cornets flouriſht, and 
the Acclamations of the Peopte were fo greot, 
as would have filenced the Fall of Nilus, or 
Thunder-ſhot from a divided Cloud. The 
Afternoon was ſpent in Dancing, Maſking, 
Revelling, and other delightful Sports, until 
ſuch Time as Morpbeus, the drowſy Serjeant 
of the Night, ſummoned them to Bed, there 
to take their Repoſe. | 
Next Morning, the RO and Nobles 
prepared themſelves to juſt ; Sir Gay, King 
Alexander, and the Queen Urania, with di- 
vers Ladies and Peers, ſeating themſelves 
on Scaffolds to behold the fame : The firſt 
that entered the Liſts was a Sicilian Knight 
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named Sir Albert, mounted on a Horſe of- a 
fiery ſorrel Colour, with black Feet, and 
black Lift on his Back. His Armour was 
green, like to the Earth, when it begins to 
put on its Summer Livery : In his Shield 
was portrayed the Reſemblance of a Garden, 
with divers ſpringing Flowers, and this 
Motto, Still encreafeng. inſt him en- 
tered a Corinthian Knight named Agelaſtus, 
mounted on a Milk-white Horſe, but that 
upon his Shoulders and Withers he was 
freckled with red Stains, as when a few 
Strawberries are ſcattered into a Diſh of 
Cream. His Armour was Blood-red, de- 
noting Terror to his Enemies; and on his 
Shield was depenſil'd a. Hawk ſeiz'd on a 
Pigeon, yet hurting it not, the Word was, 
True Glory the only Prize. They ran fiercely 
againſt each other, ing their Staves 
with much Gallantry, but at the ſecond 
Courſe Agelaſtus was driven quite from out 
of the Saddle, which. Diſgrace he would 
have revenged with his Sword, but that-the 
udges forbid it, it being quite contrary to 
the Order ſet down. 

To revenge this Diſgrace, there entered 
the Liſt a Laconian Knight named Ly/ander, 
riding on a Barbary Horſe of a Cole-black, 
his Armour anſwerable to the fame. On 
his Shield was portrayed the Goddeſs For- 
tune, who, Janus like, looked two Ways, 
to denote that nothing in this World is. ſo 

| certain, 
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certain, but that if Good went before, Ill 
might come behind; the Word was, The 
End crowns all. Theſe two encounter'd each 
other with equal Courage a long Space, Sir 
Albert's Horſe leaning hard upon the other, 
and winning Ground; the other Horſe feel- 
ing himſelf preſt, began to riſe a little before, 
as he wont to do in his Corvet ; which Ad- 
vantage Sir Albert taking, ſet forward his 
own Horſe with the further Spur, ſo as 
Lyſander's Horſe came over with his Maſter 
under him, giving to Sir Alert the Honour 
of the Victory. 

Many other Knights and great Perſonages 


were by him worſted, as Sir Egre of Sparta, 


Don Zaras of Arges, Wildamore of Creet, 
and many others; but as we have ſeen the 
Sun in a ſerene Day diſperſe his Beams with 
great Splendor, enlightening the World, to 
the Content of all the Beholders, and to- 
wards the Evening his radiant Luftre ſet in 
a darkned Cloud; even fo the Glories gain- 
ed by Sir Abert were darkned by his laſt 
Enterprize, with an Encounter againſt an 
Arcadian Knight named Sir Selvador, who 
at ſuch Time as was the Ebb of Day, when
